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' 4 .  Beginnning from approximately 1971 and continuing 

to date, the site has been an active municipal landfill. 

5. The Department has determined that the Site is an 
inactive hazardous waste disposal site, as that term is defined in 
ECL Section 27-1301(2), and has listed the Site in the Registry of 
inactive Hazardous Waste Disposal.Sites in New York State as Site 
Number 3,44004. Respondent does not agree with said determination.
